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and Titian, at the house of the first in Venice, 
in 1570. The scene is a sunset falling 
through a fine open court, familiar in Vene- 
tian architecture; and the occasion is a, file, 
the servants just clearing away the remains 
of a feast, while the guests are dispersed in 
various groups as though they had fed well 
andbountifully. Veronese has his portfolio 
open and is submitting his designs to Tinto- 
retti and Titian. 

The other is Murillo receiving the Arch- 
bishop of Seville in his studio. He has 
just finished "The immaculate Coriceptiori," 
and the Archbishop as he looks upon the 
picture uncovers his head in respect to the 
picture. 

Goupil's gallery has many exquisite pic- 
tares from French artists, among which 
are Messonier's study of "A Soldier," Du- 
bnffe's "Alms," Gerome's "Louis XIV. and 
Moliere," besides many fine pictures by 
Trozon, Toulmouche, Willaus, Cabanal and 
others. The picture" of Louis XIV. and 
Moliere, illustrates the story of the grand 
monarch rebuking his popinjay court for 
their contempt of the great writer. The 
scene is the king's bedchamber, and the 
courtiers have just entered to find the author 
and the monarch cosy over a bit of breakfast. 
The picture needs no praise, when we say 
that it is in the artist's best style. / 

The first Annual Exhibition of the artists 
in Water Color, opened at the Academy on 
the morning 6f the 20th. Hart, Coleman, 
Fenn, Boughton, Lumley, McGrath, Bellows 
and many others are contributors. Next 
week wWhall take up their works and faith- 
fully examine them. 

At Leeds gallery there has been a sale of 
the last remaining specimens of those charm- 
ing little pictures which sprang with such 
facility from the pencil of the late Dr. Buggies. 
The prices which these gems brought must 
have troubled lovers of good pictures to 
think that they had not been more apprecia- 
tive of the artist during his life, and have 
gladdened" the heart and pocket of his widow 
for whose benefit the sale was. Some of 
the pictures which during the life of the 
artist would not have brought more than 
§10, sold as high as $110 or $120, and others 
elicited a warm competition, showing that at 
last the admirers of the artist appreciated 
him in a financial point of view. We shall 
never again see such gems of color, and we 
predict that a few years will treble their price.

Mr. Bristow's new oratorio, "Daniel," 
will be produced this- evening by the Men- 
delssohn Union. The interest attached to 
this work by a native composer, should be 
wide felt, for it is an important event in the 



The music at many churches on Christmas- 
Day was especially good. At St. John's the 
choir performed admirably under Dr. Pech's 
excellent management, and Porter's service 
in D and the Anthem from the Messiah re- 
ceived full justice from them. At the South 
Dutch Church, in Fifth Avenue, corner of 
Twenty-first street, the high reputation for 
good musical performance was sustained in 
the execution by a double quartette — Mrs. 
Farnsworth, late Hattie Andem, Misses 
Harrison, Meyer and Lissenden, Messrs. W. 
J. Hill, Eager, Beckett, and Booth, of 
Christmas Hymn — Adeste Fideles — Anthem 
by Hopkins, " Let us go, even unto Bethe- 
em," 110th Hymn, and Anthem from 
Haydn's 3d Mass, "Sing unto God." The 
latter made a profound impression, both as 
a composition and the fine style in which it 
was given. The congregation at this Church 
fully appreciate the excellence of their choir 
and music as prepared for them by Mr. Con- 
nolly, organist, and Mr. Wardwell, the. 
musical director. They afford cheerfully 
the means to acquire such excellence. 

At St. Bridget's Church, Mr. James Caul- 
field, organist and conductor, brought out 
for the first time in this country Gounod's 
celebrated Mass. The soloists were Mine. 
Reveille, soprano ; Miss Cox, contralto ; Mr. 
Dehnhoff, tenor ; and Mr. Haden, basso. 
This composition relies much for effect upon 
orchestral and choral aids, but with the force 
at Mr. Caulfield's disposal he accomplished 
very much and propitiated the public to 
Gounod's praise. The Mass is divided iuto 
Kyrie, Gloria, Credo, Sane/us, lienedidus, 
and Agnus Dei, the Gloria being .the most 
striking and effective ; the solo for soprano 
is written for choral accompaniment, in six 
parts, hummed only. There is a piece for 
seven voices, with obligato pedal, the so- 
prano and tenor have solos in Sanctits and 
: Agnus Dei, the bass in ihe Gloria. 

At St. Stephen's Church the well-known 
Twelfth Mass of Mozart was given with 
large choral and orchestral accessories. Their 
effects were better than were possible to be 
obtained from the soloists, whose voices were 
sadly overlaid by instrumental force. 

At St. Patrick's Cathedral, which is re- 
markably favorable to vocal' performance, 
there was excellent music thrice on Christ- 
mas-Day. At 10>.< o'clock Mandanici's fine 
Mass had thorough illustration by a very- 
efficient choir, and the soloists, Mme. 



Chome, Mrs. Grosz, Mrs. Werner, "Mr. H. 
Schmitz, and Mr. Sohst. We have not heard 
four better voices or better exeoutants in a 
choir than Mme. Chome, Mrs. Grosz, and 
Messrs. Schmitz and Sohst, and greatly as 
Mme. Chome has distinguished herself before 
in church music, we deemed her solo per- 
formance on that occasion a positive advance 
to pre-eminence. The offertoire was Ros- 
sini's Sa.lutaris. At vespers there was 
much done to. increase the acceptance with 
musicians of Mr. Gustavo Sbhmitz, the 
organist and conductor, and his well-selected 
vocalists. The sole defect was in the miser- 
able >orgau furnished until the new one is 

ready.

" Our Young Folks," for January, really the 
most desirable magazine published for boys 
aiid girls in the world. With such names as 
Charles Dickens, who begins in it his great 
holiday romance, Mrs. H. B. Stowe, Mrs. 
Diiw, Louise Ohollet, Louise Moulton, So- 
phie May, Caroline Howard, Helen Weeks, 
"iSsa. Wells, and Messrs. Hayesi Duffteld, 
Steadman and Weber, for contributors, it 
wants little else said. The illustrations are 
excellent and the whole make up of the 
magazine stamps it as the model of its kind.

The Theatre of Cologne lately witnessed 
quite an affair in the debut of two of the 
scholars of Mme.

Both these ladies 
made a decided success. The same paper 
announces the great talent of the American 
Miss Sterling, also a pupil of Mme. Mar- 
"ohesi, who has carried off especial honors 
and been indorsed by the Conservatory of 
Cologne. t •

been given at Milan with great success.

At Lyons they are 
about to organize popular concerts of classi- 
cal music at the Grand Theatre, under the. 
direction of M. 3. Lnigini, and put the price 
so low that any one can enjoy them. TJ11- 
mann, with Carlotta Patti, Godefroid, Jules 
Leport, Berthelier, and Ketterer, gave twen- 
ty-four concerts through the French prov- 
inces, producing 185,000f. (#27,000). At 
Bieinshe received 9, 000f., at Havre 8,000f. 
We wish he would come here and show our 
concert-givers how he does it. 

The 200 performances of Offenbach's 
Grand Dnchesse at Les Varieties produced 
870,000 francs, of which he got, with his 
book-maker, 104,000 ; the poor of Paris, 
71), 000 ; the expenses took 300,000, and the 
manager's profits were 327,000, or more than 
sixty thousand dollars in gold. No wonder 
that Offenbach is popular with that manager. 
—The opera of William Tell was selected 
for the opening of the new theatre at Pisa. 
It is said that the architecture of the build- 
ing is in excellent taste. 

— M'lle Leonora Nau was very warmly re- 
ceived at Brussels, in Luciu, Martha, Les 
Huguenots, William Tell, etc. 

— A M'lle Majo has made, a success in Ma- 
drid in the Huguenots. She sang with Tam- 
berlik, and created a perfect furore.

Miss Kellogg's Lady Henrietta in ' ' Martha " 
is her latest triumph at Her Majesty's, Lon- 
don. We quote from the Orchestra of No- 
vember 23 : 

Mdlle. Clara Kellogg- has strengthened her 
position in the good graces of the English 
public by her assumption of Lady Henrietta 
in Flotow's "Martha," at Her' Majesty's. 
She is eminently a graceful and sympathetic 
artist on whom comedy sits easily; her fresh 
young voice and natural vivacity charm the 
spectators, while her byplay bespeaks the 
thorough actress. But it is not to be implied 
that Mdlle. Kellogg won a success in comedy 
at the expense of those more serious shades 
which lie within the part of Henrietta. On 
the contrary, the dramatic touches Avere sub- 
tle yet assured. There was a deep feeling 
in the character no less than gaiety, and this 
aspect the American vocalist "brought truth- 
fully forth. Indeed after the success with 
Marguerite few" need to be assured of her ca- 
pacity for pathetio expression. "The Last 
Bose of Summer" obtained its usual encore, 
in the Humming Quaitet her humor was ex- 
cellently displayed, and throughout the op- 



era her successes were frequent and indubit- 
able.

and Sig. Vialletti, Mepliistopheles. The 
sole exception was Sig. Storti as Valentine. 
The orchestra was not up to the mark, and the 
chorus was very much abroad. As for the 
mise-en-scene, it was.so different from what it 
was when Mr. Augustus Harris produced the 
opera here in February, 1864, that the com- 
parisons in which the public indulged with 
regard to the stage manager on the present 
occasion were far from satisfactory. . 

Madrid. — At the Teatro Beal, Mad. Majo 
and M. Coulon made their first appearance 
as Valentina and Marcel respectively in Gli 
Ugonotti. Pacini's Saffo has been produced 
at the same house. ' The Quartet . Society 
has announced a series of six concerts for 
the performance of works by Haydn, Mozart, 
Beethoven, and other celebrated masters. 
The instrumentalists will be Senores Monas- 
torio, Perez, Lestan, P16, and Castellanos. /• 
Seii. Guelbenzu, one of the founders of the 
Society, will be the pianist. 

Meiningen. — First Historical Concert : 
Sonata for Violin, Corelli ; Italian Concerto, 
S, Bach ; Air from Tlie Creation, Haydn ; 
Pianoforte Concerto in G major, Beethoven ; 
Air from Enryanthe, Weber ; Sonata, Op. 
42, Schubert ; Air from St. Paid, Mendels- 
sohn ; and Overture to Genoveva, Schumann. 

The two greatest living pianists, Thalberg 
and Bubinstein, dined some time ago at the 
Chateau de la Muette, belonging to Mme. 
Erard. After dinner these artists played a 
match at billiards, and the whole company 
assembled to witness the game. Bets were 
freely made and taken, and the res^t was in 
favor of Thalberg, who, since his retirement 
at Naples, is quite an adept in making 
caroms. 

Hanover. — Herr Tichatscheck has been 
singing at the Boyal Opera-house. On the 
evening of the 3d iust., after the performance 
of Lohengrin, Herr von Bronsart, the Inten- 
dant, in the name of all the members of the 
company, addressed him in very flattering 
terms, and offered him a laurel wreath with 
a silver knot. 

Jena.— The programme of the first Acade- 
mical Concert was thus composed: "Festou- 
verture," Stor; Air from Binaldo and Con- 
certo for the Oboe, Handel; Cantata for Alt 
solo, Bach; Bomance for Oboe and Piano- 
forte, Schumann; Sinf onie in C minor, Op. 
5, Gade; and Songs by Schumann and Bu- 
binstein. 

BresiiAU. — Haydn's Seasons was recently 
performed by the Sing-academie.
